Tax bill approval today

—Despite 
opposition 
from 
organized labor, the House wa^ expected to approve a 
compromise bill today to cut corporate and individual 
taxes by $15.7 billion over three years. 
The m easure is a version of different bills which have 
been approved by both House and Senate. 
The AFL-CTO sent House m em bers letters urging 
defeat of the bill as a "raid on the treasury." But the 
proposal, originally submitted by President Nixon to 
stimulate the economy, was expected to pass. 
The bill would cut individual taxes, mainly through a 
$750 personal exemption for 1972 income and a higher 
standard deduction for next year It would also restore 
the 7 per cent investment tax credit for business 


equipment purchases, repeal the 7 per cent auto and 10 
per cent light truck excise taxes, provide tax deferral for 
U.S. exporters, give a tax deduction tor babvsitters hired 
by 
working parents, 
and 
set up a tax-subsidized 
presidential election campaign fund tor 1976, 
When House and Senate conferees worked out the 
different House and Senate bills last week, the campaign 
financing provision became the most controversial 
aspect of the legislation. 
As it was approved by the Senate, taxpayers could 
designate $1 of their tax bill for the party ot their choice. 
Nixon warned for four consecutive days that he would 
veto the entire economy stimulating m easure if that 
provision remained. 


Consumers overcharged? 


SACHAMF.NTO (U P h —A consumer law group has 
charged Calitornia consumers are being overcharged by 
$30 6 million each year because food products are 
improperlv labeled. 
Hay Bourhis. executive director of the Public Interest 
Law Center in Berkeley, said Wednesday that "short- 
weighting'’ —selling products which do not weigh as 
much as their label says they do—cost meat purchasers 
alone between $5.7 million and $8.5 million last year 
The charges were contained in a 109-page report bv the 
law group Bourhis presented a sum m ary of the report to 
a joint meeting ot the Department of Consumer .Aftairs 
and the Departm ent of Agriculture. 
The state Bureau of Weights and Measures, which 


tests 
the 
labeling 
is 
under

Departm ent of 
Agriculture. 
Bourhis charges were dismissed as "utter nonsense " 
'by weights and measures chief Walter S. Watson. The 
tigures were also disputed by spokesmen tor grocers and 
meatpackers. 
Bourhis. who described his estim ate of the loss to 
consumers as "conservative. " 
said the Bureau ot 
Weights and Measures should 
be strengthened and 
'transterred to the Department of Consumer Aftairs. 
He said a check with county weights and m easures 
otticials ted him to estimate that products are short- 
weighed an average ot 5 to 6 per cent of their claimed 
weight 
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Draft loophole appears 
to be closed again

LOS ANGELES (U P D -T h e on-

loophole appeared to bc‘ closed again 
today, but without much affecting 
the inductions involved. 
A federal judge ruled Wednesday 
there is no such loophole in the draft 
law. and said inductions in southern 
California, suspended for nine days, 
could resume immediately. 


i’he Selective Service, however, 
said it would be late January at the 
earliest, 
or 
possibly 
F'ebruary, 
before anyone from ttie area would 
be drafted. 


Ihe Selective Service previously 
had 
announced 
th a t 
it 
w as 
suspending inductions as of tcxiay 
anyway, to allow potential*draftees 
to spend the holidays at home and 
report for duty next year. The 
"loophole"’ —if it did exist —would 
expire Dec. 28. leaving the whole 
m atter moot. 


In eftect. the m ajor result of the 
complex legal wrangling was to 
delay until January or February the 
inductions of 2.2(k) men in seven 
southern California counties who 
had been scheduled to be drafted be­ 
tween Dec. 1 and today. 


The legal challenge to the draft 


law was mounted by the American 
Civil Liberties Union, which argued 
that a littleknown section of the law- 
barred 
the 
governm ent 
from 
drafting anyone between Sept. 28 
and Dec. 28. 


The clause was originally inserted 
in the draft law of 1947 to allow the 
Selective Service to gear up again 
after World War II, and to stimulate 
volunteer enlistments. To do that, it 
specified that no inductions could be 
carried out for 90 days after the bill 
was signed. 


The ACLU and others argued that 
the clause was carried over in the 
new draft law, and that since the old 
law had been allowed to expire, the 
90-day draft-free period went into 
effect again when President Nixon 
signed the bill Sept. 28. 


Two federal judges la.st month 
ordered inductions halted in the 
seven-county area until the suit 
could be heard. On Nov. 30 a panel of 
three federal appeals court judges 
rejected the suits and said the draft 
could resume. 


On Dec. 1. Supreme Court Justice 
William O. Douglas suspended the 
■ draft again, until a federal district 
court could rule on the case.

nutritional equal of whole wheat bread 
Citing "widespread, high prevalance rates ol iron 
deficiency anemia, 
the FDA said "the average iron 
intake in the United States has declined in recent 
decades due to decreased caloric intakes, less 
contamination ot foods with extraneous sources ol 
iron, and the virtual disappearance ol iron cooking 
vessels." 
Too much vitamin I) can be harmful, and the FDA 
said Americans now get enough from milk, baby 
formulas, cereals and dietary supplements. Leaving it 
in bread "may serve only to increase to excessive 
levels the intake ot vitamin D by infants, children and 
pregnant women, the agency said 
The proposed regulations would cover enriched 
white bread, enriched Hour and farina The Bakers 
Association said about 90 per cent of commercially 
sold white bread and rolls are enriched, with the only 
exceptions coming trom some "corner bakeries. 
The FDA published the proposed regulations in the 
Federal Register Dec. 3 but made no public 
announcement Consumer and industry spokesmen 
were given 60 dav^ to comment prior to adoption of 
final rules.

The proposed regulations also would increase doses 
of the same nutrients in enriched Hour to amounts 
that would result in bread and rolls with nutrient 
levels matching those proposed for commercially 
baked white bread. 
A spokesman lor the American Bakers Association 
said the baking industry probably would support the 
changes. He said the cost to bakers would be 
"infinitetsimaT with "no change in the appearance, 
taste or price ot white bread.

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Illness takes life of Ralph Bunche 


NEW YORK (UPIt - Dr. Ralph J. 
Bunche. 
former 
UN. 
Undersecretary 
general for special political alfairs and 
winner of the Nobel Peace Prize in 1950, 
died at 12:40 a.m. EST today at New York 
Hospital after a long illness. He was 67. 
Bunche s widow said the Negro diplomat 
entered the hospital two days ago for new 
tests and had “ seemed to be doing very 
well ' He had been suffering from kidney 
malfunction, diabetes, heart disease and 
various complications for months. 


Bunche retired from his United Nations 
post —the 
highest ever held 
by an 
American official —in October His career 
had been identified with the United Nations 
from its inception until his decision to step 
down from the post of undersecretary due 
to ill health 


Bunche 
was 
working 
in 
the 
State 
Department in 1945 when he received the 
assignment 
to 
begin 
plans 
for 
an 
international organization which could 


bring some order to a world wracked by a 
war that was drawing to its close. He 
negotiated 
the 
armistice 
agreements 
between the new state of Israel and her 
Arab neighbors in 1948 and won the Nobel 
Peace Prize tor his efforts. 


In 
1949 
he succeeded Count 
Folke 
Bernadotte as the U.N. mediator when the 
Swedish nobleman was assassinated in 
Jerusalem. Much of his time was taken up 
in the early years of the United Nations 
with 
trusteeship 
of 
former 
colonial 
possessions and dependent territories. 


He became an undersecretary in 1955 
with no specific responsibilities except to 
work directly with the secretary general on 
knotty international problems. He had been 
offered the job of assistant Secretary of 
State by President Eisenhower but turned 
it down, reportedly because it meant a pay 
cut and moving back to a Jim Crow“ city. 
Bunche is survived by his widow, the 
former Ruth Ethel Harris of Montgomery, 


/\ia., whom he marricu m ijuu when sue 
was a schoolteacher, a daughter. Joan and 
a son, Ralph Jr. Another daughter, Mrs. 
Burton Pierce, died in 1966 
The diplomat was born in Detroit. Mich.. 
Aug. 7, 1904. son of a barber from Ohio and 
an amateur pianist from Kansas. 
He was orphaned at 13 and entirely self- 
supporting by the time he was 15. 
He 
attended 
schools 
in 
Detroit. 
Albuquerque, N.M., and Los Angeles, 
attended the University of California at 
Los Angeles and received his master's 
degree and doctorate at Harvard. 
Between 1938 and 1940 he collaborated 
with Swedish writer Gunnar Myrdal on a 
study of the Negro in America which 
resulted 
in 
the 
book 
“ An 
American 
Dilemma." 
Bunche 
was 
light-skinned 
enough to pass as white but he had known 
racial slights. Several years ago his son 
applied for membership in the famed 
tennis club at Forest Hills, where the 
family lived, and was rejected.

Commission to request use of funds 


The Parks and Recreation Commission resolved last 
night to recommend to the City Council the funding of three 
priority capital outlay projects with the $8,500 liberated 
from the city budget by the rejection of the “ O" Street park 
plan. 
The projects were: 
1 The replacement of the municipal bus which, according 
to Recreation Superintendent Jack Anderson, is so old it 
can no longer be taken out of town. Anderson estimated 
that a used bus could be bought from the military for about 
$500 and adequately renovated for an additional $1000. The 
bus has many uses including youth excursions, camping 
trips, and wide use by senior citizen groups. 
2. Installation of lights for the new tennis courts. 
Anderson quoted a price of $4,500. Uprights and electrical 
connections were built during the court construction. 
Lights were in the original plans, according to Anderson, 
and the courts are probably now used half as much as they 
would be with evening players. 


3. Replacement of the curtains and drapes at the 
municipal auditorium for $2,160. “ I can't remember how 
long I've had those drapes on the budget." Anderson 
reminisced. 
The city council will determine the disposition of the 
funds at a later date, considering proposals for its use bv 
the Parks and Recreation and Beautification Commissions. 
"I feel that this money has been allocated to the Parks 
and Recreation Commission and we should be allowed to 
spend it," chairman Larrv Flinkingshelt said, “ It's sorely 
needed. It’s just a matter of where it will do the most 
good." 
In other business the commission approved a proposal for 
a season of summer stock theatre in Lompoc 
Their 
recommendation will go to the City Council which will 
decide whether or not to enter into a contract for the use of 
the old junior high school auditorium. The Los Angeles 
based theatre group plans a summer season of from five to 
10 light comedies.

An extended public hearing bv the County Civil Service

There will be discussion of 
the Honey appeal. Counsel James T. Lindsey, representing 
Honey, and Merenbach have agreed to stipulate that the 
hearing could be continued to some date after mid- 
February.

NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
When you grow up in Ethi­ 
opia, you grow up a runner. 
It is a poor mountainous 
East African country and 
your legs are your wheels. 
You 
run 
from 
home 
to 
school. You run from home 
to work. You run often with­ 
out shoes, and are some­ 
times cut by stones. You run 
past goats and donkeys and 
you are occasionally fright­ 
ened by a wild animal. You 
run over mountains which 
are 9,000 feet above sea level. 
You run over mountains at 
night and are silhouetted by 
the moon. 
Ethiopians have won the 
gold medal for the gruelling 
marathon run in the last 
three Olympics. The mara­ 
thon, over the classic dis­ 
tance of 26 miles, 385 yards, 
has become virtually the na­ 
tional event of Ethiopia. To­ 
day, there are about 
15 
superior marathon runners 
in Ethiopia who have hopes 
of bringing home from the 
1972 
Munich 
Olympics 
a 
fourth straight gold medal. 
These runners are national 
figures in Ethiopia but are 
unknown names when they 
come 
down 
f r o m 
their 
mountains. They are as little 
known now as Abebe Bikela 
was before 1960. Bikela won 
the marathon in the 1960 
Games in Rome, only the 
second Olympics in which 
Ethiopia had participated. 
He repeated his triumph in 
the 1964 Tokyo Olympics. 
In pain with strained leg 
ligaments, Bikela was forced 
to drop out after 12 kilo­ 
meters in the 1968 Mexico 
City Olympics but his friend 
and co unt r yma n, Mamo 
Wolde, went on to win. It 
was the first time Wolde had 
ever finished ahead of Bike­ 
la. “ Abebe was not well,” 
said Wolde. “ If he had not 
been injured he would have 
won.” 
Bikela, lithe and dark, with 
spare cheekbones and a 
modest mustache, will not 
compete in the 1972 Olympic 
Games. Though he once ran 
almost every single day of 
his life, he does not run 
any more. Returning from a 
day’s practice in March 1969, 
he suffered an injury in an 
automobile accident while 
driving on a bad rural road 
after dark. Doctors say Bike­ 
la will be con fi ned to a 
wheelchair the rest of his 
life. He is 39 years old.

He had been a strong, 
graceful running machine. 
He won worldwide attention 
and affection as the “ Bare­ 
foot Runner” in Rome. He 
began the race in track 
shoes. But they pinched. He 
tossed off the shoes shortly 
after the race began, and 
still broke the Olympic mara­ 
thon record with a time of 2 
hours, 15 minutes, 16.2 sec­ 
onds. 
In 1964. when heat wilted 
many of the 68 marathon 
starters. Bikela was running 
at the same pace after 25 
miles as when he began the 
race. He broke his own rec­ 
ord. 


Bikela’s fame was second 
only to Emperor Haile Selas­ 
sie among Ethiopians. Ethi­ 
opian boys wanted to be like 
Bikela the way American 
boys wanted to be like Babe 
Ruth. Today Bikela, who 
holds a desk job as a captain 


in the Imperial Bodyguard, 
is visited weekly by the em­ 
peror. 


Understandably, B i k e l a 
was the honored guest when 
a one-hour documentary 
named ‘The Ethiopians” 
was recently given its world 
premiere before the emper­ 
or and 1,000 others in the 
Ethiopian capi tal , Addis 
Ababa. 


The film is scheduled for 
American television in July. 
It was written, produced and 
directed by Bud Greenspan, 
one of our finest documen­ 
tary 
filmmakers. 
Greens­ 
pan’s previous sports docu­ 
mentaries have been about 
Jesse Owens’ 1936 Olympic 
victories in Berlin, the early 
days of baseball and Amer­ 
ica, and blind golf champion 
Charley Boswell. Each has 
been gripping and many- 
sided. 
At the premiere of “ The 


Ethiopians,” Abebe Bikela 
saw himself run on film for 
the first time. Some of his 
countrymen and marathon 
teammates cried. Bikela sat 
quietly in his wheelchair. 
Afterward he said in Am- 
haric, his native tongue, “ I 
watched the film with a mix­ 
ture of joy and sadness. But 
I believe in God, and God 
saw fit that I should win 
those two victories for Ethi­ 
opia in Rome and Tokyo. 
God also saw fit that I should 
be in my present sad con­ 
dition. I believe and hope 
that God will see fit that one 
day, even though I will never 
be able to run a marathon 
again, I shall walk.” 
Abebe Bikela is daily in­ 
volved in sport as part of his 
rehabilitation program. Last 
year, he entered the Para­ 
plegic Olympics in London 
and won a medal for finish­ 
ing fifth in archery.

This town is on the verge 
of a nervous breakdown.

There is growing crime 
here, and growing tension, 
too. In Port Moresby, the 
white immigrant women be 
lieve they are in constant 
danger from black native 
men: “A Goilala will rape 
you and cut your throat,” 
says one wary wife, “or he 
might do it the other way.” 
In Rabaul, 500 miles east, 
the 
white 
residents warn 
visitors to be careful of an­ 
gering the black population: 
“If you hit one with a car, 
just keep going. If you stop, 
they gang up and maul the 
hell out of you.” 
The wariness is no doubt 
based more on s u s p i c i o n 
t h a n statistics. Territorial 
authorities insist that crime 
is not spreading as rapidly 
as the rumors of crime. Yet 
one rape or 100, it doesn’t 
matter any more. The ani­ 
mosity between the area’s 
2.4 million native blacks and 
40,000 mostly E u r o p e a n 
whites is such that hearsay 
is as deadly as fact. Every 
time there is a crime, or the 
telling of one, the split be­ 
tween the nation’s two popu­ 
lations widens to ever more 
unbridgeable proportions. 
“Let’s be realistic,” says 
one black official, Ebia Ole- 
wale, an assemblyman. “In 
this multiracial society, we 


have, in this century, begun 
to blossom and wilt at the 
same time. Ignored by most 
of the world for generations, 
conquered and claimed by 
several different nations, it 
has only recently had the 
o p p o r t u n i t y to stop and 
think for itself—and what it 
thinks, largely, is about all­ 
native independence.

tropics, the territory incor­ 
porates both Papua ( a Portu­ 
guese word meaning “frizzy 
hair” ) and the several is­ 
lands of New Guinea. It is 
some 183,540 square miles in 
size, t w i c e as large and 
three times as hot as Great 
Britain. 


Its few inhabitants have 
always been mostly Negroid, 
some of them still not en­ 
tirely divorced from canni­ 
balism. Yet the land and its 
worth has always, histori­ 
cally, been in the hands of 
nonblacks. The Portuguese 
discovered the place, Indo­ 
nesians early tried to influ­ 
ence it. Germany claimed it 
as a territory in 1880, the 
British also got in on the 
gobble, f 0 110 w e d by Aus­ 
tralia. In World War II, the 
Japanese overran most of it 
(their hill caves are still 
here), then the Americans 
came. Today the country is 
under a U.N. trust (protec­ 
tion and obligation) to near­ 
by Australia. 
In short, the natives feel 
they’ve been bandied about 
long enough. The loud cry 
here is for an independent 
nation, ruled by and for the 
indigenous people. 
And as one black puts it: 
“Every white bastard better 
pack up and leave.” 
The demand is so loud, ac- 
tuallv, that Australia has be­ 
gun to hint compliance. The 
rumor is nationhood will be 
granted in 1975. But, in fact, 
that’s about all it is— rumor. 
And black leaders here, fol­ 
lowing history’s leads, are 
impatient. 
One leader, John Kaputin 
of Rabaul, puts it thus: “I 
am not opposed to people 
using violence if they are in

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the right.” White men shud­ 
der at such statements. And 
with reason. Not long ago 
a respected New Britain dis­ 
trict commissioner, making 
his rounds, was stabbed and 
killed bv natives who have 
been i d e n t i f i e d as John 
Kaputin followers. Of the in­ 
cident, Kaputin only shrugs: 


“When men are frustrated 
enough, they will resort to 
anything. My people are very 
frustrated now. The white 
pigs have ruled too long. We 
want to own our own coun­ 
try again.” 
There is much thinking, 
some of it j u s t i f i e d , that 
Kaputin’s people are wholly 
unable to own their own 
country again. The natives 
are still tribalistic, there are 
700 d i f f e r e n t languages, 
some p e o p l e drive sports 
cars in cities while others 
still wear bones t h r o u g h 
their noses. Even Kaputin, 
the best-known black leader, 
doubts if a purely demo­ 
cratic g 0 v e r n m e n t of na­ 
tives “would s u r v i v e a 
week.” 
Yet. still, as history is 
w i t n e s s , colonized people 
think with their hearts. “We 
are now primitive and en­ 
slaved,” says a Kaputin fol­ 
lower, “we dream at least 
of being primitive and free.” 
And so the drama continues 
here. Blacks are demanding 
more pay from plantation 
owners. Blacks are winking 
at white girls (Kaputin, for 
one, has a E u r o p e a n girl 
friend). Blacks are wanting 
and asking and getting. “It 
used to be they showed some 
respect,” sighs a confused 
(white) Port Moresby resi­ 
dent. “Now, when you walk 
down the s i d e w a l k , they 
won’t even get out of the 
way.”

Ecnomists speak 


I spent a recent morning listening 
to 
some 
of 
the 
nation's 
top 
econom ists discussing Phase II and 
the surrounding economic situation 
F irst of all. the good news. They all 
agreed that 1972 is going to be a good 
year. Two econom ists spoke about a 
probable increase in the GNP of one 
hundred billion dollars, about one- 
third of 
which would constitute 
inflation-money, the rest of it real. 
That m eans a real rise of between 
five and six percent.

W a lte r 
H e lle r , 
th e 
prepossessing economist who was 
chief economic adviser to John F. 
Kennedy, said he really could not 
understand why business men and 
the stock m arket went around so 
gloomily. 
He cited a recent

two businessmen at 
a lunch meeting. “ I 
have mixed feelings 
a b o u t 
th e 
economy,’

Keep a light burning 


One of the m ost heart-tugging 
experiences in any fam ily is the 
sudden revealation or realization 
that a son or daughter has departed 
the hearth for places unknown. 
The departure of a husband or 
wife is equally disturbing to the 
spouse 
who 
rem ains, 
but cases 
involving 
juveniles 
spotlight. 
No 
one 
is 
more 
aware of the scope 
of the problem than 
Sgt. Robert Havens, 
head of the police 
departm ent’s 
juvenile section. 
In the six months from June through 
November a total of 102 missing 
persons reports have been filed by 
distraught parents or guardians. A 
breakdown shows the number about 
equally divided between girls and 
boys with the m ales coming out 
slightly ahead 
The reports are about equally 
divided over the six months with 
November topping the field with 24 
cases. 
Only a couple of the total m issing 
juveniles 
were 
still 
m issing 
Tuesday, a tact that reveals one of 
the truths of Havens work: Most of 
the 
m issing 
juveniles 
returned 
voluntarily within a few days or a 
week of 
absence. 
Some of the 
* wanderers are puked up by ponce 
who carry lists and descriptions, but 
most find it convenient to appear 
under 
their 
own 
power 
and 
initiative. 
Why 
do 
the 
youngsters 
leave 
home? A catalog of reasons gained 
by Havens in his conferences with 
parents and returning children, has 
become something like a broken 
record 
Some 
leave 
home 
because ol 
alleged m istreatm ent by parents, 
some because parents in the view of 
their children are too perm issive, 
some because parents are too strict, 
some because of alleged unhealthy 
home conditions such as drinking. 
Still other juveniles are classified 
a s 
h a b i t u a l 
r u n a w a y s 
or 
incorrigibles. These are the real 
problems, 
in 
Havens’ 
opinion. 
“ Very often, a youngster's plan to 
run away can be traced to some 


influence along that line by an 
incorrigible 
acquaintance.” 
Peer 
group 
pressure 
also 
plays 
an 
important role in the thinking of a 
potential runaway: “ They feel if 
they don't run with the crowd and 
run away from home, they will be 
outcasts and not accepted. 
Over the years, Havens has found 
that most runaways do not want to 
accept responsibility at home, at 
school or in society in general. 
Havens 
is 
blunt 
about 
this 
tendency. 
“ Running 
away 
from 
home is a giant copout, indicating 
that the runaway is im m ature and 
unable to think ahead in a clear and 
logical manner. " 
At the sam e time. Havens and his 
fellow officers are deeply concerned 
about all of the missing persons and 
in Havens’ words, “ . . . do all within 
our power and our limitations to 
change their delinquent patterns 
before they are permanently cast 


into the “ juvenile justice system. 
* 
It may be a sign of the times, but 
police communications system s are 
no longer able to keep up with the 
volume of m issing persons reports. 
Police 
radio 
networks 
may 
no 
longer broadcast missing persons 
reports, a fact that works hardships 
on both parents and police. 
Only reports on m issing persons in 
some emergency situations such as 
elderly, or senile persons, suspected 
foul play or very young children, can 
be broadcast. 
Other previously routine radio 
m essages have also fallen under the 
prohibition, but Havens feels the 
directive 
on 
m issing 
persons 
involving 
children 
is 
especially 
tough. 
The ban cam e about in Havens 
view 
because 
the 
police 
radio 
system can no longer cope with the 
large volume of missing persons 
reports.
